Sade Here are as many minds as men,about the originall of 
IF the people of America and of the firſt Inhabitants of the 
SIS new World.and of the Welt Indyes; for how many men 
1 I2&N ſoever they were or are,they came of thoſe two, Adam, 
BYy- and Eve; and conſequently of Noah,after the Flogd,but 
that newWorld doth ſeem wholly ſeparated from the old,
